To the Editor: 

The following is a letter in re- 
sponse to Billie Christiansen's letter 
in the March 1 5 issue of LAMBDA. 
I have been a chemistry student 
here at Laurentian for two years 
now and I have never seen an Eng- 
lish student's needs dissatisfied. 
Heaven forbid that the administra- 
tion of a bilingual institution post 
job ads requiring of applicants abil- 
ity in both official languages. It 
would be silly to think that the 
Executive Director or the Manager 
of Communications and alumni af- 
fairs would never have to deal with 
any francophone alumni 

As a former secretary to the Presi- 
dent of Laurentian, she must be 
aware of the fact that L.U. has been 
bilingual, by choice, since its found- 
ing in 1960 (8 years before the ques- 
tion of official languages was ever 
raised). Regardless of this, the uni- 
versities of Ontario are not bounded 
by the French Language Services 
Act (s.9(2) "A regulation under this 
act that applies to a university is not 
effective without consent from that 
university."). Her discontent with 
this bill surprises me because after 
reading many of her unending let- 
ters of emotional and irrational 
banter, I have come to the conclu- 
sion that she has not even taken the 
time to read through this act. Per- 
haps a fear of what the truth may 
hold. 

Although it is true that there are 
nany injustices in Mr. Wilson's 
>udget of late, I was under the im- 



pression that they were due to 
Canada's $380 billion debt. She 
seems to equate these to the Official 
Languages Act. How absurd. In 
regard to her comments concerning 
the allocation of funds to the prov- 
inces and territories, she failed to 
relay to her readers a few important 
facts. Such as, the official languages 
of the two territories are Inuit and 
English, and that all monies Quebec 
receives from these funds are used 
for English language education. If 
she were to check statistics, she 
would also find out that Quebec 
spends more money per capita on 
english education than Ontario 
spends on french education. 

She also spoke about the cuts to 
the Veterans' Independence Pro- 
gram. WhenthePresidentoftheCa- 
nadian Legion was asked about these 
cuts he said it was time to calm 
things down and reduce benefits to 
vets who have sufficient income to 
wan am cuts. Certainly if he thought 
these cuts would be detrimental to 
the people he represents he would 
have spoken out strongly against 
them.

I hope for the sake of their dignity, 
readers of her letters see them for 
what they really are. I also wish that 
she would take the time to properly 
inform herself factually about that 
which she writes.

You Know Why I Like Baseball?

You know what I like about 
baseball. It just is. It can be as 
simple as a boy throwing a tennis 
ball against a garage door, striking 
out phantom batter after phantom 
batter or it can be a complex statis- 
tical art form to be appreciated by 
computer wielding sabermatricians 
who look more like accountants than 
tobacco chewing southpaws. I guess 
all games can be subdivided into 
different levels, but even in Canada 
there is something romantic and 
alluring about the poetry that can be 
written with one horsehide covered 
sphere, a collection of would be 
vacuum cleaner fielders wearing 
their beloved leather gloves and a 
well caressecLovertly tattooed, wand 
of wood known as the bat 

Baseball is sport and yet leisure. 
I used to weigh more than most 
baseball fields and I had the foot- 
work of an Egyptian Pyramid to 
boot yet I could be a force at the 
game, hockey or basketball demands 
athletes in order to command re- 
spect for one's performance; not so 
with baseball. In the diamond sport, 
only a centre fielder and maybe a 
shortstop are required to be gazelles . 
those endowed with only midsec- 
tion muscle can still be stars if they 
possess a keen eye, a sense of con- 
centration and quality hand-eye 



coordination skills. Baseball is a 
game where age of body is much 
less important than a player's spirit 
and the relative age of his arm. Even 
though I had the physical disposi- 
tion of a fire hydrant, my arm, bat 
and head made me a respected base- 
ball player when, in hockey, my 
shape would make me a humbled 
role player - good for making sure 
the bench did not get blown away 
while my faster teammates took their 
shifts or helpful when a warm body 
was needed from our bench to serve 
a penalty. 

More than any other sport, base- 
ball is about confrontation. In bas- 
ketball there are jump balls and man 
for man guarding, in soccer there 
are the endless dekes and in hockey 
there is checking and faceoffs, but 
nothing matches the spotlight of 
batter and pitcher. Each at bat is a 
duel. To watch two masters match 
wits and skills and savvy is a feast 
for the sportsman to savour. The 
pitcher is like a boxer, he can be 
aggressive or stylish, he can try to 
win by decision, by knockout or he 
can manipulate hisopponents weak- 
nesses so that the opponent defeats 
himself, the pitcher can select from 
the buffet of pitches in his repertoire 
to try to foil the batter. He can 
unleash a meteorite fastball to warm 
the batters hands, he can throw a 
curveball and paint the strikezone's 
outside corner much to the batters 
chagrin. Or he can release a flutter- 



ing butterfly of a knuckleball that 
seems to shake with laughter at the 
batter's flailing attempt to halt its 
dance towards the catcher's glove, 
the batter is a gladiator who must 
meetthis formidable challenge. Like 
a raging bull he can paw at the dirt of 
home plate or he can coil into a right 
crouch and prepare to explode into 
the next pitch. The batter can try to 
spank the ball for a single with his 
stick or he might venomously thrust 
his timber at the ball hoping to launch 
it as a leather satellite. The batter 
and pitcher become locked by their 
concentrated struggle to win this 
battle of individuals in a war be- 
tween two teams. They enter then- 
own dimension of reality through 
their clash. The fielders, the um- 
pires, the loudmouth on the bench 
all become insignificant bit players 
to the time suspension capsule of 
drama between hitter and thrower. 
The pitcher blocks out all but the 
catcher's glove and the batter en- 
grosses himself with the tiny white 
ball which approaches him and 
grows larger and larger, going very 
quickly. He clutches, pumps and 
swings his bat... a scene replaying 
itself several times each game. 

Baseball is the game for thinkers. 
Even during the game there is time 
for thought by all involved. Unlike 
other sports where one must forget 
reality to enter the flow of the game, 
where strategic options are mulled 
over only before games and during
